Women Need 
Municipal 
Hospitals 
( by Edna Kells ) 

Different methods of providing 
hospitalization ‘were tried out in 
Cardston before tthe people decided 
that the Alberta Municipal Hospitals 
act afofrded the best plan. In tthe 
early days of this Mormon settlement 
more or less remiote from ‘hospital ser- 
vice since Lethbridge hospital, sixty 
five miles distant on the C.P.R., was 
the nearest, private individuals at- 
tempted to provide hospitals, but 
these invariably failed from a finan- 
cial standpoint, and eventually had to 


be closed. 
When the last of the private hos- 


cided that if they were to have a hos- 
pital it must represent a community 
effort. As a result the Cardston 
Hospital Limited was formed. Shares 
were sold at $25.00 each to people in 
the district; a large residence was 
purchased and transformed into a 
nine-bed hospitial. After the passing 
of the .Mamicipal Hospitals act, the 
peop’e decided thiat they could operate 
their hogpital more effectively under 
its regulations, so in 1919 a Municipal 
hospita) district consisting of four lo- 
j cal improvement districts and the 
|towm Of Cardston, was formed, and 
|the board took over the hospital pre- 
| viously operated bp the Cardston Hios- 
|pital Limited. 

| Demand for space in the little hos- 
pital increased steadily, until it had 
lto be ‘‘etretched’’ to provide for 20 
patients, ‘This situation aroused the 
board to further action, and now it is 


R. 'R a ie ctased operation, the people de- 


|planning to build a $65,000 hospital. 
Cardston district had good crops this 
year, and this fact, together with. th: 
| general hospital sentiment promises 
| well for the support of the people. 
} Hogpita) sentiment in Cardston is 
on a sound basis. The little hsp tal 
|has done good work. In 1929, 771 
|patients were treated there in 6212 
hospital days. 133 babies.were born, 
and from 50 to 60 major operations, 
as well as many. minor ~ operations, 
were performed. 

At least 90..per cent, of the babies 


| born in the Cardston district are born 


in the Municipal Hospital, proof that 
the hospital is. fulfilling its primary 
purpose. Infant mortality shows a 
noticeable decrease, ard maternal 
mortality has @isappeared entirely. 
The two doctors practising in Cards- 
ton have not lost a maternity case in 
seven years. It costs approximately 
$41.00 for a baby to be born in the 
Cardston hospital, $11.00 for eleven 
days hospital care, and $30.00 for the 
doctor’s fee. ‘ 

Considering all this one can easily 
understand why the women of the 
district stand eo strongly behind the 
hospital scheme. They themselves can 
put the volte over if necessary. Ano- 
ther reason for their, insistence upon 
a new hospital, is the fine new hospi- 
tal on the edge of the town, built by 
the federal government for the care of 
the Indians on the reserve, The white 
women.of the community feel that 
they have a right to as good service 
as the Indians, and they are ‘‘out to 
get it?” 

The land tax for hospital upkeep 
never goes above 3 mills. This year 
it was. 2 1-2 milles; in 1928, no levy 
was made, as the hospital had a sur- 
plus and it was deemed unwise ito 
place any unnecessary burden on the 
people. 

Since the hospital has been in op- 
eration, Cardston has had no diffi- 
culty in keeping good doctors. and the 
building of the new hospitel will fur-

In spite of the poverty of the na- 
tion—and Japan is poor—the stan- 
dard of living is rising. Every year 
more food cf the foreign type is be- 
ing consumed, Wheat is being brought 
in great quantities from Canada, and 
a large amount of flour is produced. 
Meat is playing a larger part in the 
dietary of the nations, and so is fruit. 
There are millions no doubt, who sub- 
sist, as their fathers did on barley, 
beans in some of the countless forms 
in which these are used, fish and rice. 
But the number who are turning to 
more nutritivé food is growing. 

The typical Japanese house is al- 
most devoid of furniture ag the West- 
ern peoples view it. There are no 
chairs, no chesterfields, or sofas, no 
bedsteads, no long-legged tables, In 
the living room the members of the 
family kneel on cushions on the mat- 
ted floors, and sit on their heels. The 
rather thus forcéd. crampéd position 
is said to be not good for the circula- 
tion. The blood-vessels are compres- 
sed, the blood doesn’t get to all parte 
of the body with the freedom it might, 
and growth is retarded. There is. a 
distinct tendency in Japan away from 
the kneeling posture. Probably this 
can not be said of the home life of 
‘the people. But it can be said of the 
institutional and business life. Busin- 
ess life in the cities, where thousands 
of Japanese, both men and women, 
are employed, are fitted out with mo- 
dern office furniture, just like offic- 
es in Vancouver or Montreal or New 
York.
